@ A man managing a farm is at the helm 
of a real business. in which physical effort 
is not enough to make things go. There 
must be thought and planning 
every move. There must be records which 
will show, at the end of the year. which 
farm operations have paid and which have 
been carried on at a loss. With records 
it is possible to keep from making the

same mistakes a second time. 

@ Trading soybeans for soybean meal 
is out of the question for a lot of dairy- 
men this winter, due to price relations. 
You do as well, then, to grind the beans. 
Ground beans contain the fat that is miss- 
ing from soybean meal. 

@ Lightweight oats weighing less than 
20 pounds to the bushel should be con- 
sidered as roughage rather than concen- 
trate for dairy cows. Hence, use a dairy 
supplement with more protein when light- 
weight oats are fed with non-legume hay. 


Sausage has just what it takes 
To put the zip in buckwheat cakes. 


@ A short course in farm butchering: 
Use hogs that weigh from 175 to 250 
pounds, not overfat. Give water, no feed, 
for 24 hours before slaughtering. Avoid 
overheating the animal. To get thorough 
bleeding, kill by sticking. Have scalding 
water at 150° to 160° (use butchering 
thermometer), and add a little lye. Chill 
the carcass quickly. Center split the 
carcass. Trim meat pieces smoothly. 
A short course on meat curing: 
and smoke at one operation by using 
smoked salt. Pump some of the cure into 
the center of the pieces, with brine pump. 
Wrap cured meat in flyproof, dustproof 
bags and hang them in a cool, ventilated

place. Leave seasoning out of sausage 
that is to be stored in refrigerated lockers 
for any length of time; otherwise, the 
sausage loses its color, may spoil. Store 
fresh meat in refrigerated lockers, but 


don't expect to leave it a year. Cure all

@ You'll wish in March or April that 
you had hitched the tractor to the brooder 
house and moved it to its new location 
over January’s frozen ground.

@ An old rotten well or cistern platform 
is only one of the causes of farm acci- 
dents. Winter is a time when many of the 
causes can be removed. 

Here are a few suggestions: Replace 
cracked ladder rungs; inspect hay rope 
for worn sections; take out the split ax 
handle and put in a new one; oil and 
mend harness; build safety bull pen: get 
rid of cracked or badly worn doubletree- 
@ So pat are the words of County Agent 
Ray Pollard (Schoharie county, N. Y.) 
that we print them without comment: 

“About this business of farming. we 

might suggest to those who are now farm- 
ing that they think twice before leaving 
the security of the land; and to those who 
are not farming, that they think twice 
before undertaking a business that de- 
mands so much of a man.” 
@ Some corn growers have missed this 
very important point in their enthusiasm 
for higher-yielding hybrids: The extra 
bushels take just that much more plant 
food from the soil. All is well if the corn 
grower replaces the plant food.

YOUNG INDIVIDUALISTS 
ADOLF HITLER and Benito Mussolini 
were surly whelps in smallclothes in the 
spring of 1900 when Bill Otwell made a 
last discouraged effort to interest Ma- 
coupin County, Ill. in his Farmer’s Insti- 
tute. Half-heartedly, he distributed seed 
corn among 500 farm boys, promised 
them prizes for the best display at the 
next session of the Institute. At about 
the same time, A. B. Graham, school 
supervisor of Springfield Township, Ohio, 
mulled over the possibilities of a boy-and- 
girl club that would tie farm and home 
interests in with the new-fangled educa- 
tion schemes. Out in Iowa O. H. Benson, 
superintendent of Wright County schools, 
nosed along the same thought-channel. 
At dinner time last November 29, 515 
boys in new suits, 522 girls in silks and 
prints eddied into the ballroom of Chi- 
cago’s swank Hotel Stevens. As leisurely 
carefree as they had been in jodphurs 
and wool caps at the Union Stockyards 
three hours before, they moved toward 
the candle-gleam where Senators, Con- 
sressmen, industrialists, Federal Ag 
leaders waited to applaud them. Beam- 
ing oldsters looked down, voted that the 
1.235.000 4-H Club members represented 
by these youngsters was a bumper crop 
of Eeonomic Individualists from Bill 
Otwell’s seed corn, from Graham-Benson 
mullings that guaranteed the safety of 
the American system of individual enter- 
prise for another generation at least, 
come what may from surly Adolf-Benito 


& Co. 


Champions 

THAT afternoon, 14-year-old Irene 
Brown, 4-H girl of Aledo, IIL, plodded 
into the arena of the International Live- 
stock Exposition, diminutive beside the 
\berdeen-Angus purchased for $60 from 
a neighbor last year and raised like a 
kitten with Irene’s own feed mixture, 
lrene’s own grooming. An hour later, 
the two plodded out again. Irene Brown 


itions of the New World worked 


clutched a purple ribbon. Mercer IL., the 
$60 steer, had just been awarded the 
grand championship of the largest cattle- 
show on the continent. 

Straight through the week of the Ex- 
position, 4-H’ers did stunts like that,

while their dads stood by and blinked. 
Annual reports showed that the 1937 
market value of products produced by 
Clubsters totalled $25,000,000. —_ Lois 
Adams, an Oklahoma girl, plump, blond- 
ish, 17, cooked home-ground grain on a 
rickety iron stove, took advice from the 
Apache and Comanche housewives who 
made up her missionary father’s congre- 
gation. She won the state championship 
for cookery this way, came on to win 
the 4-H national at Chicago and receive 
a scholarship that will send her through 
college. From Iowa, Myron Johnson, 20, 
of Boone, came on to win the Meat Ani- 
mal Project, after having raised 18 baby 
beeves, 50 sheep, eight sows and litters, 
cared for 11 acres of corn, made 112 
entries at county and state fairs, netted 
crop and animal sales of $3,641.92. 

This was the spirit the oldsters ap- 


plauded as the 4-H’ers came into the 
candle-gleam. Along the tables sat ofh- 
cials of Westinghouse Electric, Servel, 
Montgomery, Ward, the Santa Fe Rail- 
road and other great industrial houses 
waiting to pass out the highest awards 
of the $1,000,000 given annually by indus- 
tries and individuals to further 4-H work. 

Rumbled shaggy-haired Arthur Capper, 
U. S. Senator from Kansas and guest 
speaker at the banquet:—“Of all the 
farm organizations I belong to, I’m the 
proudest of the 4-H.” 

Far prouder than the Senator, or than 
the 4-H’ers themselves, are Co-founders 
Graham, now an extension director for 
U. S. Ag at Washington; Benson, today 
one of the national leaders of the Boy 
Scout movement, and the graying Illinois 
farmers who 38 years ago first accepted 
Bill Otwell’s seed corn. 


Lifelong 


TODAY the clubs are a favorite child of 
American agriculture. Organized in every 
state of the Union. in Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and Alaska, 4-H’ers build a sturdy, 
individualistic viewpoint that patterns 
their entire lives. 

More often than not, 4-H boy marries 
4-H girl, grows muscle on 4-H menus, 
takes pride in pert 4-H clothes, finally 
produces babes bound to be 4-H’ers them- 
selves and carry on along the _ lines 
chalked down by the pioneers. 

“Political significance?” A _ national 
club adviser sniffed at the question, then 
grinned. “Now, what would you say? 
Since 1922, we’ve been bringing state 
project winners on to Chicago during the 
week of the International Livestock Ex- 
position. They compete for national 
awards and scholarships in feeding, meat 
cutting, peanut growing, corn, potatoes, 
canning and fifty other classifications. 
They lean against the pens and rattle off 
criticism with equal facility on a pig’s 
hock, soybean feed or a Community The- 
atre. They go to banquets and act like 
ladies and gentlemen. They go to art 
galleries and tell why they prefer Grant 
Wood to Titian. Off th’ record, y'know 
. .. strictly off the record, we’re working 
like the dickens to make Economic Royal- 
ists out of every last one of ’m. Call it 
Economic Individualism.” 
© Of the four girls named the nation’s 
healthiest club members at this year’s 
Congress, each weighs less than 130 
pounds, all but one is 15, all but one have 
permanent waves and use cosmetics and 
all four want to become school-teachers. 
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Three of the four healthiest boys are 17, 
all are 5 ft. 7 in. tall, none of them 
smoke. Each one wants to become an 
“expert and profitable” farmer. 
“ On December 1, Irene Brown took her 
grand champion back into the ring, sold 
him to Firestone Tire and Rubber Co.'s 
farm service bureau for $3.785 ($3.35 
per Ib.). Her total winnings, from prizes 
and sale, $4,585. Sighed Irene:—*“Ill use 
it to go to college.

Well might every American profit in 
learning (and obeying) the 4-H pledge: 
“My head to clear thinking: my heart 
to greater loyalty; my hands to Jarget 
service and my health to better living.” 


CO-OPERATION 


NINE days later (December 8) Lewis 
Morris, Iowa dirt farmer, waved a new 
suit of overalls beneath the noses of 4,000 
business executives at the annual con- 
vention of the National Association of 
Manufacturers in New York City. “This 
is my business suit,” he explained. “How 
about a little more co-operation?” Beside 
him stood tall, handsome Warren Shoe- 
maker, chairman of the Association’s 
agricultural committee, vice-president of 
Armour & Co. Two years of inquiry 
among American farmers, he reported, 
have shown that “first and foremost, the 
farmer wants to know why he has to pay 
more for what he needs and gets less for 
what he produces.” 

An hour later, the Association prom- 
ised American farmers more co-opera- 
tion, and sought to ease the outstanding 
farm complaint as it presented its ponder- 
ous, but “middle ground,” Program for 
American Progress in 1939. To agricul- 
ture the document promises efforts to 
bring a better balance commodity and 
farm prices, offers co-operation to pre- 
vent government control of goods and 
services. 

To Labor, the Program offers co-op- 
eration in Collective Bargaining and in 
ironing out disputes. 

On Government, it urges the creation 
of a non-partisan representative commit- 
tee to study the whole tax problem and 
make recommendations for revision of all 
forms of national, State and local taxes. 
Accepted is Government regulation, 
through rules of conduct fixed in advance, 
of some forms of business (notably the 
Stock Exchanges.) 

But it also asks Government to work 
along business lines by attempting to 
improve government production, lower 
government costs and pass the benefits 


back to the people in the form of lower 
taxes. 

Seventeenth draft of a “bill of rights” 
over which 63 committeemen had worked 
for a week, the Program was adopted. 
Arguing place and thought-shaper for 
12.000 American manufacturers, the As- 
sociation is one of the strongest combina- 
tions in the American business world. 
The 1939 resolutions, contrasted to its 
Programs in late years, are a step into 
that middle ground to which the Ameri- 
can public swung in the 1938 election. 
Commented the New York Times next 
day, “A propitious sign.” 

Say the Editors:—bBoth Industry and 
Labor have diligently courted Agricul- 
ture in recent years. More effective and 
intelligent to date has been Industry’s 


method. 


“ Well in advance of any steps toward co- 
operation by Business, Government or 
Labor was William Allen White, the Sage 
of Emporia (Kans.). “Middle class peo- 
ple do not believe that we should change 
our economic system,” he announced 
after surveying November election §re- 
turns. “They are all for the profit motive.” 
The whole problem, he believes, is to 
reach an agreement between two groups, 
one wanting special privileges from the 
Government, the other wanting continued 
relief and unemployment “pap.” 


CONTRAST 

SEEKING co-operation, but not getting 
it, are America’s railroads. One third 
are in bankruptcy or trusteeship; another 
third does not earn enough to cover fixed 
charges. George F. Baker, Harvard’s as- 
sistant professor of Transportation, fore- 
cast in a radio broadcast last month, 
“There seem to be three possible courses 
which the railroads as a whole may fol- 
low over the next year: (1) a large num- 
ber of additional railroads may go into 
bankruptcy, and the struggle to make 
both ends meet will continue, with a slow 
but steady impairment of the physical 
condition of the roads and even greater 
dependence on government loans; (2) 
the roads may be taken over by the gov- 
ernment; or (3) the financial condition 
may brighten rapidly with a recovery in 
general business activity over the country. 


FARM JOURNAL 


... We are at a crucial stage. Whether 
the railroad situation follows the hopeful 
third course I have just mentioned seems 
to me to depend pretty completely upon 
the question of the Presidential attitude 
toward business in general.

PROSPECTS

wage increases during the spring. 

* Dissatisfaction is expected to be the 
first American re-action to the Anglo-

big increase in U. S. imports from Great 
Britain will start early this year, whereas 
our increases in exports will rise more 
slowly.

CROPS & 


MARKETS 





BASED on reports from 1,500 crop corre- 
spondents maintained jointly by B. W. 
Snow and the Farm JouRNAL, a short 
winter wheat crop is as good a guess as 
any, in spite of widespread failure to re- 
duce acreage as the government asked. 

Right now, a preliminary acreage esti- 
mate points to 45,926,000 acres sown, 
which is a decrease of 20% in winter 
wheat alone. The 1939 crop is off to a 
bad start due to lack of subsoil moisture 
in spring wheat states and to continued 


drought conditions in the Southwest 
where abandoned acreage usually is 
heavy. 


prospects look like a 
523.000,000-bushel crop, assuming nor- 
mal abandoned acreage. The condition 
of the crop is 72.3, which is ten points 
below a ten-year normal (1923-32) of 82. 
Winterkill, plus a decrease in spring 
wheat seeding due to bad soil conditions, 
may bring the total acreage down to less 
than the acreage the government had in 
mind when it asked for 4 reduction. 


Present wheat 


To get down to cases, turn the light on 
Kansas, first, last and middle 
names are wheat. In this largest wheat- 
growing state the crop is going into the 
winter stunted and weak in root growth 
because of summer rain shortage. On 
top of that, October rainfall was less than 
half of normal.

ASSOCIATED FARMERS 


YOUNGEST of all farm organizations is 
Associated Farmers, grandchild of Cali- 
fornia’s five-year-old Associated Farmer 
group, which as a youngster stood up and 
swapped punches with West Coast o1 
ganized labor. It had to do that to get 
farm crops to market. 

The California idea took hold in other 
states, and soon there was formed the 
Associated Farmers of the Pacific, with 
the same aims and purposes as those of 
the California group: 1. Opposition to 
closed shop on the farm. 2. Freedom of 
the highways. 3. Protection in growing. 
harvesting crops, and in moving them to 
market. This group elected dynamic 
Colonel Walter E. Garrison, Lodi farmer, 
president, and made Fred Goodcell 
secretary. 

At Ventura, California, December 9, 
delegates failed to make Associated 
Farmers national. They elected these 
new A. F. of P. officers: President, H. L. 
Shumaker, Hood River, Oregon: secre- 
tary, Holmes Bishop, Orange, California. 


MEETINGS 

THE MECCA of a more prosperous agri- 
culture can be reached by different roads. 
That is one conclusion many people draw 
from discussions and resolutions at recent 
farm organization meetings. 

The National Grange and its 800,000 
members, whose 72nd annual meeting 
was held in Portland, followed the lead 
of bespectacled Master L. J. Taber in 
demanding “reasonable profits based on 
farm costs,” and in opposing crop pro- 
duction control. The delegates gave cot- 
ton farmers special recognition and 
favored compensatory payments for cot- 
ton to give the farmer “at least 75°) of 
parity.” A program of soil conservation 
had the Grange’s O.K. Continued support 
of farmer owned and controlled co-ops 
was approved. Building of more good 
farm roads was urged, plus extension of 
rural electrification. 

At Madison, Wisconsin, the Farmers’ 
Union called for sweeping changes in the 
federal farm program. One resolution 
recommended that basic commodity pro- 
grams be extended to dairy and all other 
farm products to effectuate a parity price 
on approval of two-thirds of the pro- 
ducers. 

What the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration will have to say in New Orleans 
this week is anybody’s guess, but judging 
by president Edward A. O’Neal’s state- 
ment just before the meeting. the conven- 


tion will have no very serious fault to 


find with the present AAA set-up. 


CO-OPS GAIN 
IN THE four Pacific Northwest: states 
Washington. Oregon, Idaho and Montana 
farmers’ and stockmen’s cooperative as- 
sociations have reached the highest dollar 
value in their history—an annual turn- 
over of about $165,000,000. These figures 
represent 493 cooperatives. handling 
everything from beef cattle to cranberries. 

Last year 149 cooperative elevators in 
Ohio had their best business, next to 
1936-37, since they have kept records 
together. Their volume was $30,990.376 
for 194 plants operated, and their average 
profit was $3,407. There were 31 plants 
in the red. The elevators’ business is 
largely handling wheat, and yet they 
made one-third of 19% profit on such 
operations. The so-called side lines were 
the profit makers—farm supplies, coal. 
flour, feed, lumber, hardware, fertilizer, 
machinery, gas and oil. 

Lambs with a total net weight of 
2.328.579 pounds and a total net value 
of $169,704.20 were marketed coopera- 
tively direct to the packer by West Vir- 
ginia sheepmen during 1938. Of these 
lambs, assembled at seven cooperative 
marketing yards, graders designated 


25.57% as “choice” and 22.57% as 


“sood.” 

A $16,000 pre-holiday melon was cut 
December 15 for patrons of the Hum- 
boldt (Iowa) Cooperative Creamery. 
Started in 1926 as strictly a producer’s 


organization, all indebtedness against the 
plant was paid in three years. 


CORN SEALING 

FOUR miles north of Mount Vernon. 
Iowa, lives Emil M. Mallie. To Mallie’s 
farm recently went corn-sealer Jay Mil- 
holin and tacked tags on cribs containing 
close to 2.400 bushels of corn (some of 
it 1937 crop). 

Corn in the neighborhood was selling 
for around 35 cents a bushel. As soon 
as the cribs were tagged, Mallie’s corn 
was worth 57 cents, for that is what he 
was able to borrow on the corn from the 
government under Secretary Wallace’s 
ever normal granary plan. 

All through the corn belt, on farm after 
farm, this scene is being enacted. Up to 
November 15 (final date for settling up 
on 1937 loans), 15,000,000 bushels of 
1937 corn had been sealed (for loans at 
57 cents) in Iowa alone. Some of this 
was corn that had been sealed a year 
earlier for a loan of 50 cents a bushel. 

Because 1938 corn at husking time sold 
for around 15 cents a bushel less than 
the 1937 federal 50-cents-a-bushel loan. 
many corn-belt farmers decided to let 
the government’s credit corporation take 
their corn sealed a year ago and buy new 
corn at going prices. On December 1 the 
corporation officials said they had 22.000.- 
000 bushels of corn for sale, but that it 
would not be dumped on the market. 

While the 1938 corn crop is expected 
to be smaller than that of 1937, corn-belt 
farmers say more corn will be sealed than 
there was a year ago, because of a good 
sealing price (57 cents, compared with 
50 a year ago). Many farmers will seal, 
get the 57-cent loan, buy corn at a lower 
price for feed.

RUNAWAY SPUDS 
WITH spuds, it has turned out just about 
is Dan Dean predicted two months ago: 
that is. the worst year for potato diseases 
since 1912. An epidemic of late blight 
caused heavy losses in Maine, Pennsyl- 
vania, New York and Wisconsin. Heavy 
rains accompanying September's §hurri- 
cane made blight rot responsible for 
avy losses in New England and Long 
Island. Storage rot runs as high as 33% 
in some potato-growing areas. 

Severe freezes in Idaho and Oregon in 
early November caused losses of thou- 
sands of carloads of undug tubers. 

Net result of it all: Growers have tried 
to sell damaged stuff and have held sound 
potatoes. Dealers and grocers held off 
buying. October rail shipments were 
6.000 carloads short of the 1937 figure 
(21.025 cars). 

Without government interference it 
looks like a runaway market on spuds. 
Starting from a price range of 85 cents 
to $1 the first week in November, the 
barrel price to Aroostook county growers 
had climbed to $1.40 to $1.60 early in

December. Prices in other important 
sections have gone up. 

Those New Jersey growers guessed 
right who early in fall put a great many 
spuds in storage expecting a rise in price. 


Or were they merely guessing ? 


COTTON 
IF THE South’s greatest industry—cot- 
ton growing, ginning and marketing—is 
to be saved, the cotton interests of the 
South must save it. That is the say-so of 
representative cotton growers, ginners, 
warehouse men, shippers and crushers 
from 14 cotton states who in Memphis, 
Tennessee, November 22, organized the 
National Cotton Council, and started a 
drive to raise $2,000,000 to finance a far- 
flung campaign to increase consumption 
of American cotton in the United States 
and abroad. 

Tentative plans were mapped for rais- 
ing $240,000 to publicize the movement 
and complete organization work. Perma- 


nent state councils will be formed before 
the National Council’s next meeting, 
slated for Dallas. Texas, early in 1939. 
Chief means for achieving the coveted 
goal of greatly increased consumption of 
cotton, as outlined in a ten-point program 
approved by the Council, include inten- 
sive domestic advertising, improving the 
qualities of cotton, development of re- 
ciprocal trade agreements, revision of the 
tariff, stimulation of good will among 
foreign nations, search for new uses of 
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Queen Jeanne James (Honored) 


cotton, co-ordination of activities of all 
agencies working toward the common 
goal, and the sponsoring of favorable 
state and federal legislation. 

Oscar Johnston, prominent planter of 
Scott, Mississippi, was named president 


of the Council. 
HONORED 


THREE farmers honored and_ cash- 
rewarded for having the best pasture- 
forage-livestock programs in Nebraska’s 
1938 pasture contest are Fred H. Krue- 
ger, Gilead; E. M. Edgar, Schuyler; 
W. C. Klingman, Chappell. 

Best pastures among 151 entries in 
Missouri’s 1938 state pasture contest 
are owned by Richard Tarleton, Hanni- 
bal. More than two-thirds of Tarleton’s 
200-acre farm is profitably devoted to 
pastures on which graze 79 cows and 
heifers and seven work animals. Second 
high is E. J. Parmenter, Lockwood. Tarle- 
ton’s system not only provides year round 
grazing, but more high-quality legume 
hay than his dairy cattle need. 

Into Chicago’s Saddle and Sirloin’s 
gallery goes a portrait of Wisconsin-born 
F. B. Morrison, head of Cornell’s animal 
husbandry department, author of Feeds 
and Feeding. This is the year’s highest 
honor from the American Society of Ani- 
mal Production. 

High man in New Jersey’s 1938 can- 
house tomato contest is Edward F. Ivins, 
Cookstewn, who grew 11.5 tons per acre on 
7.7 acres. Second was Howard Miller, 
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Wrightstown, with 11.4 tons per acre 
on 6.5 acres, 

Twenty years ago this winter men in- 
terested in better farm crop seed met in 
St. Paul, Minnesota, and founded the 
International Crop Improvement Associa- 
tion. These men are R. A. Moore, Madi- 
son, Wisconsin; John W. Nicolson, Shen- 
andoah, Iowa; Coates P. Bull, St. Paul, 
Minnesota; Manley Champlin, Saskatoon, 
Canada; and G. H. Cutler, LaFayette, 
Indiana. On November 29 they were 
honored at the annual meeting of this 
association which now includes seed cer- 
tifying agencies covering 31 states and 
all Canadian provinces.

Indiana Muck Crops Show, at Walkerton, 
was Jeanne James, of Winamac. In the 
photo she is holding the sweepstakes 
cauliflower exhibited by Keller and Wil- 
cox, of Crown Point. 


SKIMMING MILK 

A QUICK look down the milky way 
shows dairymen in the Pittsburgh area 
voting on this question: “Shall we let 
our co-op deduct one cent per hundred 
pounds from milk checks to set up an 
equalization fund?” Dairymen in_ the 
Philadelphia milkshed voted at their No- 
vember annual meeting to up a three-cent 
deduction to four. 

Milk from Illinois farms was dumped 
on the highways when producers in the 
Springfield area, unable to get a higher 
price for milk, struck against five dairy 
firms Thanksgiving week. At South Bend, 
Indiana, a few days earlier, milk was 
barred for 130,000 people when organized 
labor struck for closed shop at the Relli- 
able Dairy. 

State milk control gets in the headlines 
again in Ohio where, after five years 
without regulation, a new milk control 
bill is expected in the General Assembly 
in January. Likewise, in Pennsylvania, 
whose supreme court ruled that the state’s 
milk measures could not be enforced on 
Eisenberg Farm Products Company, ship- 
ping all its milk to New York. The 
United States Supreme Court has agreed 
to review the question whether state milk 
control laws may be applied to interstate 
commerce milk. 

A dealer attack on New York City’s 
federal-state marketing agreement failed 
late in November when Judge Frank 
Cooper, in Albany, dismissed a complaint 
brought by the Jetter Dairy Company, one 
of several who failed to remit payments 
to the producers’ settlement fund. 

After election was over the names were 
made public of the 97 dairy firms and 
individuals indicted two weeks earlier by 
the Chicago federal grand jury on 
charges of violating the anti-trust laws. 
(December Farm JourNaL.) And what a 
list it was! It took two-thirds of a news- 
paper column, in fine print, to name all 
of them. 

Among the milk firms listed are Bow- 
man’s and Borden’s (distributors), and 
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Refrigerated locker plant at Newark, Ohio 


the Pure Milk Association (producers 
Among the ice cream companies were 
Abbotts (Philadelphia), Hood and Sons, 
and the National Ice Cream Manufac- 
turers’ Association. Among the individ- 
uals were Chicago’s board of health pres- 
ident Herman Bundesen, Leland Spencer 
(Cornell’s marketing professor), and Don 
Geyer, formerly president of Pure Milk 
Association. 

Said Borden’s: “We plan to fight the 
charges.” Said the National Ice Cream 
Manufacturers’ Association, in effect: 
“Me, too.” Said Professor Spencer: “Um 
puzzled: it seems to me they are going 
rather far afield in their investigation out 
there.” 

Said Cliff Olson, Illinois dairyman: 
“T'm for it, if it gives me a bigger share 
of what my milk sells for. Farmers are 
not getting enough.” 

New York’s new milk marketing pro- 
gram was given a boost in November 
when milk-minded men went to Washing- 
ton and got a promise that the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation would 
buy up to 40,000,000 pounds of surplus 
milk in the New York area during No- 
vember and December. Another dairy 
boost was the beginning of the year’s 
second nation-wide use-more-butter cam- 
paign by the National Association of 
Food Chains. 


LOCKERS 

THIRTY years ago an ice plant at Chico, 
California, rented upstairs cold storage 
space to farmers who put fresh meat in 
wooden boxes which were stacked in 
storeroom. Each farmer furnished his 
own box. Because there was loss from 
pilferage, the ice plant put in covered 
wooden boxes with locks. A few years 
later a special room was made for locked 
boxes piled in tiers. 

That was the beginning of the refrig- 
erated locker plants which left the West 
Coast five years ago and moved eastward 
like an invading army. Iowa now has 


close to 200 of the safe-deposit community 
ice boxes serving more than 50,000 fam- 
ilies. Washington has 200 or more. 
Minnesota has close to 100. Wisconsin 
and Illinois are not far behind Minnesota. 
Plants now operate in half of the 48 
states. The South is putting in plants at 
the rate of 50 a month. Farmers in a 
score of North Carolina counties are 
asking for lockers. The state already has 
several plants. At Gallatin. Tennessee, 
over two tons of dressed poultry were 
put in lockers by farmers in the first 
eight months of a plant’s operation. 

So successful was a 700-locker plant 
opened in Columbus, Ohio, by the City 
Ice and Fuel Company, that the company 
has started a chain of plants. Six are 
already in operation. For a locker to 
which he has his own key, the farmer 
pays $10 to $12.50 a year. 


NEW HORIZONS 


A CITY man bought acreage on the 
Brown Brook Road, Southbury, Conn., 
and when his hunting camp was built, 
put up a sign, “Stony Broke.” He shot a 
few partridges, got acquainted with the 
natives, and decided his investment wasn’t 
so bad, after all. There’s a new sign at 
the entrance to his drive now. It reads, 
“New Horizons.” The country gives new 
horizons to many men. 

Father Knickerbocker’s first wheat 
field, planted within the confines of 
Greater New York, will greet 1939 
World’s Fair visitors. The fourth-acre 
patch of Yorkwin was seeded with tractor 
and drill in 12 inches of topsoil placed 
on top of a city ash dump. 

Farming of a different kind is getting 
under way in Currituck county, North 
Carolina, where Walter A. Gibbs has 
stocked 3,000 acres of marshland with 
700 pairs of mated muskrats. His invest- 
ment in preparing the marshland, buy- 
ing equipment and employing guards is 
around $25.000. He expects to harvest 
five muskrats per acre after 1940. 


F ARM JOURNAL 


Prowlers around J. E. Steffy’s poultry 
buildings, Athens county, Ohio, find 
themselves “on the air,” because of a 
small radio cummunicator (with receiv- 
ing end and switch in the bedroom) 
which enables Mr. Steffy to tune in at any 
time on any unusual disturbances. 
Chicken thieves made a haul on the farm 
last year, and Mr. Steffy is betting on 
this outfit to prevent future losses. The 
communicator is also used to talk be- 
tween house and barn. 

Shadow of a man is the West’s newest 
sugar beet factory opened at Nyssa, Ore- 
gon, early in October. It has been pro- 
ducing sugar at the rate of 640,000 
pounds every 24 hours. W. M. DeGroff of 
Nyssa was the first farmer in that section 
to grow sugar beets a few years ago. 
From his experiments has -grown_ this 
huge plant. This year Mr. DeGroff’s 140 
acres averaged 16 tons per acre. 


RECORDS 

JOHN KING knows his oats! He fin- 
ished cutting and shocking his second 
crop of the season in DeKalb county, 
Mo.. November 3. It was a volunteer 
crop, but proved a fine stand. Lynn and 
Lyle Brower combined oats at South Eng- 
lish, Iowa, the first week in December. 
It was the field’s second crop. 

The Chaces of Bristol county, Massa- 
chusetts, know spuds. Nathan Chace, of 
Swansea, with a yield of 542 bushels, was 
high man among 23 who made the annual 
300-Bushel Potato Club. His two neph- 
ews, Roger and Donald, of Somerset, 
were thirteenth and fifteenth respectively.

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GOINGS-ON IN WASHINGTON 





Washington, Wednesday, December 14 


TORM warnings are flying in Wash- 
ington as the new Congress comes 
straggling to town; they are meant 

for Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Not since 1933 have the signs been so 
ominous for Mr. Roosevelt. and while he 
has gathered his congressional leaders 
ibout him to plan a program, it becomes 
increasingly apparent that Congress, not 
the President, will carry the ball for the 
next two years. 

To carry Mr. Roosevelt’s famous foot- 
ball simile a step further, the New Deal 
team and its quarterback, after being 
thrown for losses several times, eventually 
lost the ball on downs in November. It 
is now the opponents’ ball, first and ten. 

Washington waits to see whether the 
anti-New Dealers, defending desperately 
for six long years, now have an offense to 
offer. 


« » 


THE RESULTS of the November elec- 
tions have been far-reaching. The analy- 
sis of the last six weeks shows that the 
midwest. great bulwark of Democratic 
support, turned away from the New Deal. 
For the first time since 1930 the grain 
states are sending to the new Congress 
more Republicans than Democrats. Talk 
of informal coalition between Republi- 
cans and anti-New Deal Democrats fills 
the air. 

In this tense and foreboding atmos- 
phere, President Roosevelt’s program still 
appears to center in more spending, al- 
though most political observers in Wash- 
ington think the spending-taxing-deficit- 
debt issue was a powerful factor in the 
November political upset. 


« » 


THE “Fourth New Deal” is on its way. 
Spending for rearmament and _ national 
defense is the keynote. Rumblings from 
the country, however, have dampened the 
riginal ardor for immense armament 
pending. A more temperate program is 
in prospect than that originally offered. 

But Mr. Roosevelt has publicly an- 
nounced the necessity of a “hemispher- 

il” navy. He and Secretary of State 
Hull have public ly assumed military re- 
sponsibility for the safety of the entire 
hemisphere. 

No one knows the amount Mr. Roose- 
velt will ask for national defense, not 
even Secretary of War Woodring or the 
chief of staff, General Malin Craig. The 
failure to consult these authorities on the 
details of the new national defense pro- 
gram has become so notable that it is 
being generally commented on in military 
circles, 


Meanwhile, something like a feud is 


growing up between Woodring and his 
Assistant Secretary, Louis D. Johnson, a 
presidential favorite. 

Washington notes the suspicion, wide- 
spread over the country, that the Presi- 
dent will use war scares to put over some 
of the schemes for building further con- 
trol over the nation, in which he has 
recently been blocked by Congress and 
public opinion. 

Observers here think this possible, but 
in general believe that no back-door 
moves of the sort can succeed, if the 
nation fully understands in advance what 
is going on and why. 


« » 
HARRY HOPKINS and his WPA are 


surely in for some rough sailing. In- 
formed sources believe Congress will 
authorize a general investigation of New 
Deal relief policies. 

No less important, however, is a move 
under foot to shear Hopkins of his large 
discretionary power. Leader of the move- 
ment is fiery little Senator Jimmy Byrnes 
of South Carolina, who only a year ago 
was a New Deal stalwart. 

Byrnes will demand that Congress lay 
down a formula for the giving of federal 
relief. The needs of the states would be 
given more consideration. Angry Senate 
targets of the President’s abortive purge 
will try to neutralize WPA’s political 
power by imposing severe penalties for 
political activities. 

It seems that Hopkins must ask Con- 
gress for another huge deficiency ap- 
propriation for WPA. The billions Con- 
gress already has appropriated never 
seem to last out the year. This time 
Hopkins’ $1.400,000.000 will be spent 


before March 1. 

Several signs show that the WPA ad- 
ministrator sees what is coming. He has 
expressed an unusual willingness to co- 
operate with legislative leaders on 
changes in WPA administration, and 
more significant still, Hopkins conferred 
one night last week with Senator Byrnes. 
He said he will have amendments of his 
own to offer.

Just before the election the WPA ad- 
ministrator in a New England state wired 
to Harry L. Hopkins: 

“Fifty men reported at your order for 
jobs, but no shovels?

Administrator Hopkins, present at the 
cabinet meeting as a member of the of- 
ficial family, laughed as heartily as the 
rest.

IN WASHINGTON’S atmosphere of bil 
lions, a poverty plea by Thurman 
Arnold’s Department of Justice a week 
or so ago brought smiles. 

Opening the anti-trust trial of the 
Aluminum Company in New York, latest 
of twenty-six years of investigation and 
harassment under Republicans, Demo- 
crats and New Dealers alike, Aluminum 
proposed that they share with the prose- 
cution the expense of printing the day-by- 
day testimony. The Department of Justice 
refused, pleading poverty. 

But on December 1 the Federal at 
torneys complained to the Court that 
Aluminum refused to let them see the 
printed copies of the record—for which 
Aluminum was paying in full. The Court 
suggested that under the circumstances 
the prosecution had better struggle along 
as best they could with typewritten 
copies. 

To observe here the Government’s long 
persecution of the Aluminum Company 
ranks with the historic Standard Oil feud, 
and the Labor Board’s vendetta with the 
Weirton and Republic steel companies.

FARMERS and friends of farming who 
want to understand the form that farm 
legislation may be expected to take have 
shown increasing interest in the King 
plan, explained many times in this maga- 
zine, and again last month. 

Most inquiries ask for “further in- 
formation,” and so we once more sum up 
the twelve elements of this plan: 

The determination of a “fair” or 
desirable price for the crop, on the basis 
of the general price level and the _his- 
torical relation of the price of that crop. 

Determination of the approximate 
cash cost of production of the lowest-cost 
producer. 

3. Imposition of a control fee, in the 
nature of a sales tax, on the first sale of 
the crop, which tax must be the difference 
between the desirable price and_ the 
lowest cash cost of production. 

1. Estimate of the approximate total 
annual consumption or demand for the 
product among our own people. 

Issuance through State and county 
authorities and committees of allotment 
or quota certificates to farmers. 

6. Imposition of tariff duties on these 
products, equal to the control fee im- 
posed. 

7. Granting of a bounty or benefit pay- 
ment to holders of allotment certificates. 
equal to about 98 per cent of the control 
fee. 

8. Appointment of a local agent. a 
bank or post office, as receiver of the 
excise tax for the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. The same agency might well 
act as disbursing agent of the benefit pay- 
ment. 

9. A system of tax stamps for use on 
shipping documents to insure payment of 
the control fee or tax. 

10. Refund of the control fee in full 
on all crops or crop products actually 
exported. 

11. No tax or fee on bona-fide sales of 
crops between holders of allotment cer- 
tificates. 

12. Allotment certificates to be trans- 
ferable by sale or assignment. 


DOES IT MAKE SENSE? 
THE FAIR LABOR STANDARDS ACT 


in a diluted form went through Congress 
last summer, and went into effect a few 
weeks ago. Its announced purpose was 

» “put a floor under wages and a ceiling 
over hours.’ 

When fully in effect, in 1940, the em- 
ployer who is engaged in interstate com- 
merce is supposed to pay his help not 
less than 30 cents an hour, and cannot 
work them more than 40 hours a week 
except by paying overtime at higher 
rates. 

Since the Act went into effect the head- 
lines in the newspapers have been monop- 
olized by election news, European war 
scares, and football, so that the troubles 
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of the Wage and Hour Administration 
under Elmer F. Andrews, which began at 
once, have not received much public at- 
tention. Both the troubles and the atten- 
tion will increase later. 

Economists point out that the more of 
everything every individual can produce, 
the more of everything there will be avail- 
able for everybody. (The only possible 
exception is the case of food, where there 
is no point in producing more than the 
human stomach wants. All food produced 
beyond that point is simply wasted.) 

Production of goods and services is the 
whole purpose of industry and trade, and

the more production there is, the higher 


will be the plane of living. 
The Wages-and-Hours law does not 


recognize this principle at all. It says | 


that no matter what a workman produces 
in an hour, even if it is only worth five 
cents, nevertheless he must be paid thirty 
cents. 

Under such circumstances, naturally, 
nothing will be produced. The workman 
will be fired, and will go on relief. He 
will not only be producing no wealth, but 
he will be living on the wealth produced 
by others. 

(gain. the law says that a workman 
must not produce anything after the first 
forty hours each week. or if he does, the 
cost of producing the additional wealth 
must be increased by paying overtime 
wages. In other words, if the employer 
wants to produce more wealth. in order 
to raise the general plane of living, he 
must pay a fine to the workman for do- 
ing so. 

\ state of prosperity is where large 
quantities of goods and services are pro- 
duced and freely exchanged on_ even 
terms. Depression and unemployment re- 
sult when goods are not produced, or 
(what is even more common) when people 
refuse to exchange what they have pro- 
duced for something else they want. 

The Fair Labor Standards Act takes 
no notice of these simple economic 
principles.

First sympathizer was Judge George 
A. Welsh, U. S. District Court in Phila- 
delphia, who issued a restraining order 
on the construction of the Smoketown 
school, declared Amish children un- 
obliged to attend, and. later in the 
struggle, delayed the school board's at- 
tempt to sell the schoolhouses on the 
grounds that a grave question of con- 
stitutional and religious liberty was in- 


volved. These rulings were superseded 
when Judge Thompson in Welsh’s absence 





lifted the restraining order and Judge 
Buffington (U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals) ruled the matter one for state not 
federal decision. 

Governor Earle’s promise of a year ago 
to reopen the ten little schoolhouses—a 
promise that brought him a 30 pound 
turkey from grateful) Amishmen last 
Thanksgiving—floundered when the ques- 
tion of funds was raised, 

Forced to support their own school to 
perpetuate their way of life, Pennsyl- 
vanias Amish believe the promise of 
liberty which brought them to this coun- 
try 250 years ago has been violated. Their 
battle against bureaucracy and uniform- 
ity in a school system in conflict with 
their religion was denied an appeal to 
the Supreme Court in spite of the fact 
that 2.000.000 Amish live in the U.S. 
Amishman Beiler blames the present 
“passion to be well governed rather than 


self-governed.”

Department of Agriculture recommends 
dipping or spraying the fabrics with 
solution of 7 ounces of borax and 3 ounces 
acid dissolved in 2 quarts of 
to protect fabrics from this injury. 
This treatment, which also gives fire pro- 
tection, does not affect the appearance of 
most fabrics.
